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Sfafe Licensing of Bars 


Perhaps the most far-reaching proposal 


yet to emerge from the deliberations of 
the legislative-citizens committee consider- 
ing the problems -of juveniles end beer 
consumption is a bill that would have the 
state government intervene in the licens- 
ing of beer bars for minors by local gov- 
erning bodies. 


Under the measure as endorsed by the 


committee and presumably to be on the 
desks of new legislators in January, the 
State Beverage Tax Division, which has 
been a purely enforcement and tax collec- 
tion agency, would be required to certify 
to the character and qualifications of a 
beer bar applicant when he asks for a 
license from a town, city or village govern- 
ing board to authorize him to serve per- 
sons under the age of 21 years. 


There will be some sympathetic back- 


ing for this idea, we can be sure. Here and 
there town boards especially have ap- 
peared to be pretty casual in licensing 
these establishments. 
The presumption 


•manifestly is that the civil servants at 
Madison would recommend against the 
grant of a license to a person who may 
not yet have directly affronted the law, 
but whose qualities of character and meth- 
ods of operation may nevertheless be ques- 
tionable. 


Yet this is equally certain to open up a 


whole new area of policy discussion, and 
rightly so.

Will Wisconsin willingly consent to 
have a faceless civil servant in Madison 
Pipeline Transportation 


The competition of pipeline transporta- 


tion is already being felt keenly by ship- 
lines, railroads and trucklines, but there 
is a sign of much more to come in the 
future. The pipelines which began with 
the transportation of liquids and gases 
have grown rapidly in the past 15 years. 
In 1930, it is estimated that they were 
moving about five per cent of all intercity 
freight but this increased to nearly 10 per 
cent in 1940, 12 per cent in 1950, and went 
up to just short of 18 per cent in 1961. To 
put it in other terms pipelines now carry 
four-fifths as much intercity tonnage as 
trucks, about two-fifths as much as rail- 
roads. 


All indications are that there will be a 


new boom in this form of transportation 
in the years immediately ahead. In fact 
construction of nearly $1 billion worth of 
pipelines is now either under way or in the 
planning stage. Most of the lines being 
planned are built for the purpose of carry- 
ing oil or gas from the southwest oil fields 
1o the industrial northeast but a $100 mil- 
lion projected 350-mile pipeline is for the 
purpose of carrying slurry, which is finely 
crushed coal mixed with water, from West 
Virginia to New York. The transportation 
of coal in this form promises much and

Some persons who no doubt feel they 


are engaged in patriotic activity are or- 
ganizing campaigns to clear stores in the 
United States of products sent from Com- 
munist bloc countries. It is easy enough 
for those who take the time and trouble to 
"sell" shoppers on suggestions that the 
purchase of goods from Communist bloc 
countries is damaging American workmen 
and injuring the United States economy.

No doubt the committees fell they had 


performed a great service to their country 
but a spokesman for the foreign trade 
division of the State Department called 
the action " a highly mischievous campaign 
which cannot serve U. S. interests in any 
way." It is pointed out in the Newsletter 
that such tactics are perfectly legal but 
also that it is perfectly legal to import and 
sell "non-security merchandise from Iron 
Curtain nations."

There is the question of precedent, 


which we may confidently forecast will be 
raised soon enough by the ever alert poli- 
tical representatives of the beer and liquor 
trades. Wisconsin state officials have no 
connection whatever, and have not had 
since the repeal of the prohibition amend- 
ment, with the licensing of other localvbeer 
and liquor bars. These are matters ex- 
clusively for the resolution of local au- 
thorities. But if the legislature requires 
the state to judge the qualifications of bars 
for minors, won't there be an inevitable 
demand for complete state rule at some 
later time? 


There is no apparent consistency in 


public policy on this matter among the 
states of the country. In some big states 
the state government has retained exclu- 
sive control over liquor licenses. In some 
of those states, moreover, it has led to un- 
pleasant political practices, with bar licens- 
ing regarded as political patronage, some- 
times more desirable, indeed, than the 
usual job patronage. Wisconsin has had a 
clean state administration, on a historical 
basis, without regard to political party 
control. Yet this is one of the considera- 
tions ihqt must be reflected upon, as the 
legislature considers this proposition for a 
basic departure in policy in the regulation 
of intoxicants. 


the expectations are that many such lines 
may be built in the immediate future, but 
at present much of the construction is 
being held up because of difficulty in get- 
ting rights-of-way across rail lines.

Oth- 
ers believe also that the day is not far off 
when pipelines will carry bauxite, forest 
products, milk and dry freight in bullet- 
shaped containers which will be pushed 
rapidly through the pipelines. 


It is only natural that such project? 


should be opposed by those engaged in 
other forms of transportation but it is cer- 
tain that if the pipeline proves to be more 
economical and serviceable it will advance 
even at the expense of the other forms of 
transportation. Progress may be delayed 
but it cannot be prevented. 


The State Department says that trade 


with these countries encourages them to 
strengthen ties with the Western world 
and enables them to buy United States 
goods. The volume of trade is so small, 
the State Department says, that it has no 
effect on U. S. employment. 


It is wonderful for people to be patri- 


otically interested in the welfare of a na- 
tion. But it is discouraging and disappoint- 
ing to see such misguided efforts turn out 
to be actually damaging to the United 
States in its relations with other countries. 
Trade with foreign countries is a two-edged 
sword which cuts both ways. Misguided 
persons who keep such merchandise from 
the shelves of American stores actually 
cause unemployment to American work- 
men who are producing goods which are 
sent to Communist bloc countries in ex- 
change for the items brought here. The 
trade advantage is all on the American 
side. It is all involved in transactions 
which are carefully supervised by the 
United States government and are per- 
mitted only when transactions are in the 
interests of America and the American 
government. To interfere with this may be 
legal but it is nevertheless wrong.

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Panama Canal to be 
Obsolete by 1980 


Present Waterway Must be 
Modernized or New One Built

CANAL ZONE, Panama — The world's ships are outgrowing the 


110-foot-wide Panama Canal. 


U. S. aircraft carriers are too big to use the canal. Many super- 


tankers and merchant ships now being built can't get through be- 
cause of size. 


This is one among several reasons why thc Panama Canal will be 


obsolete by 1980, and why the U.S. wants either to have this one re- 
vamped or another built by then. 


The idea of a new canal is probably the most important single 


factor right now in U. S. relations with Panama. 


The original canal treaty was 


signed in 1903 and granted the 
United States in perpetuity "all 
the rights, power and authority 
which it would possess and exer- 
cise if it were sovereign." 


Negotiations in 1936 changed 


the treaty to give Panama an an- 
nual payment of $430,000, instead 
of $250,000. It was renegotiated in 
1955 to hike the rate to $1,900,000 
and at the same time the United 
States agreed to build the recent- 
y completed $20,000,000 high-lev- 
el bridge over the canal and to 
land over to Panama some $25,- 
000,000 in other property. 


Time for New Talks 


It is renegotiation time again, 


and the basic issue 
revolves 


around the words "perpetuity" 
and "sovereignty." 


But since renegotiation takes 


some three to 
five years, the 


United States has suggested it be 
delayed until the new canal can 
be included. 
• Meanwhile,' a 4-man joint com- 
mittee of two U.S. officials and 
two Panamanians named in June 
will consider interim adjustments 
that Panama wants. 


The question of the new canal 


will have to be settled soon. 


Traffic through it has shown a 


steady increase, from some 700 
ships a year 10 years ago, to 
12,000 this year.
